(From the Utah Journal.) 


| beautiful and ‘magnificent. building stands upon a plateau or bench 
in the eastern part of Logan city, at an elevation of about ninety feet 
be ve the Tabernacle square, and 4,650 feet above the level of the sea.

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W. Fox and James H. Martineau surveyed the foundation, and on Thursday, 
May 17th, at noon, ground was broken in presence of the First Presidency 
and Twelve and a large assemblage of the Saints, Apostle Orson Pratt offer- 
ing the dedicatory prayer. About May 21st, Charles O. Card was appointed 
by President Young, Superintendent of gonatruction of the Temple, to act 
under direction of the Apostles residing in this Temple District, which com- 


prised Cache, Box Elder, Bear Lake and Rich Counties. 
Excavation for the foundation began on May 28,1877, and. 7 
of July rock- laying commenced on the a wing 
the north side of the Temple, designed for furnace rooms, kitchen, office and 
reception rooms, 80 by 36 feet, and 23 feet high. 

The laying of the corner- stones of the Temple was regarded as a most 
auspicious and important event, and thousands of ‘Latter-day’ Saints turned 
out to Witness the impressive ceremonies of the becnhsaonh. They were ini 
Sept. 19, 1877; the southeast coner-stone by President John Taylor, Apostie“ 
Franklin D. Richards offering the dedicatory prayer; the southwest corner- 
stone was laid by Presiding Bishop Edward Hunter, with prayer by his Ist 
Counselor, Leonard W. Hardy; the north west cdrner-stone was laid by George 
L. Farrell, President of the High Priests’ Quorum of Cache Stake, with dedi- 
eatory prayer by Moses Thatcher, President of the Stake; and the northeast 
corner-stone by Albert P. Rock wood, one of the ‘Seven Presidents of Seven - 
ties, with prayer by Horace S. Eldredge, ulsd one uf the Seven Presidents of 
Seventies.

long time thereafter used for that purpose. It is ansociated in the minds of 
. the Saints who lived in that region at that time with pleasant memories. 
President Kimball records i in his journal, ween eee the: faet of heving 
engaged this place: „ 
Cockpit,’ which had formerly been used by the people to witness cocks fight 
and kill one another, and where hundreds of spectators had shouted in honor 
ol the barbarous sport which was once the pride of Britons. - And now, in- 
stead of the huzzas of the wieked and profane, the Gospel of Christ and the 
voice of praise and th there: 
deen used as a temperance ball. 
We had to pay seven shillings sterling per * bor ae use 5 it, and 
two shillings per week for the lighting; it being beautifully lit up with gas. 
It is situated in the centre of the town, and about twenty rods from the “ old 
church, probably the oldest in Lancashire,’ This church has twelve bells, 
which are rung at every service, the noise of which was so great that: ee 
unable to proceed with our serviees until they had done ringing them“ 
While on a recent visit to Preston we went to see this historical building 


about which we had so frequently heard and read. Our guide was an old 


gentleman, whose memory not only reached back to the time when the Saints 
held meetings there, but farther still, for he well remembered the place being 
6 used as a vockpit, and that the Carl of Derby used to come there at every 
raeing season to witness his favorite sport, the fighting of the birds. Hetin- : 
formed us that the ringing of the bells of the parish chureh near by ‘would 
„announce the conclusion of the game, and then the earl, would ride off with 
bis retinue to attend the races, The building, when we saw it, had rather a 


dilapidated appearance, the walls being considerably out of the perpendicular.
